H HE Catholic church will have its own party in America ns 
elsewhere. What is at present being enacted in Milwaukee 
and in Wisiyinsin forms only the prelude to the "great 
oratorio” about to take place. 

This, however, is by no means without precedent. History 
teaches us that the Catliolic clergy have always maintained an im¬ 
portant position in the political life of the nations, although forced to 
act with greater caution in Protestant countries ever since the “Re¬ 
formation.” 

The Catholic clergy has always disployed a most eitravagant de¬ 
sire for domination. Not content with keeping ita millions of adher¬ 
ents in spiritual obeilience and dependent, the ambition of “God’s 
servants” has always prompted them to play an important role beyopd- 
the “realm of God.” Until a century ago the clergy shared with the 
kings and the nobility the privilege of ruling over Kuropo. Now they 
are willing to share this power with the bourgeoisie. America being 
the land of the future, has been especially selected by the Church as 
a field of operation. 

The Catholic Church has proven wonderfully skillful in adapting 
itself to all sorts of rulers. It profited quite as much by its dealings 
with the oligarcliy of Venice, founded on wealth, as through ita con¬ 
nections with tlie absolute monarchy of Spain. 

Hence, why not profit through the .\meriean plutocracy? 

Moreover the GatholicCluirch naturally hates progress and changes. 
Its eiperiences with the Reformation and the French Revolution of 1789 
were sad indeed. Even Napoleon I. did it no little harm. It is there¬ 
fore the natural ally of all those who, satisfied with existing conditions 
oppose all frogre-ss. And our .American capitalists—Protestants, Catho¬ 
lics, Jews, and Gentiles alike—stand in great need of some “holy help” 
to give their money-bag rule a “divine back-ground.” They 
have become convinced that the idol called “constitution” no longer 
has the proper effect upon the mas.ses. They need some new means of 
keeping them in cheek. ' 

Mark Hanna clearly saw this when he declared shortly before his 
death that .American capitalists relieil upon the goo<l services of the 
Catholic Churcli. He also foresaw llial the church would he willing 
to for kiBn aliance with the^ .American plutocrats. 

Since Martn Luther’s time the Catholic Cfiiurcli has not had such 
a favorable opportunity to re-establish its political power and streng¬ 
then its “spiritual rule” as at the present day. 

The bourgeoisie everywhere will readily do olioisance to the mitre 
and the crosier, yes, even assist the papacy to fully regain its past 
glory, if only tlie latter can guarantee to the capitalists the [lerma- 
nence of their privileges and possessions. 

The American capitalists only demand of the f.'atliolic eliurrh 
that it declare "property a divine institution.” and the posse.ssions of 
the dollar kings and trusts inviolable, then they are ready to go back to 
the “old fold.” 

In short, if the mother Church preaches that it is “GoiVs will” 
that the majority of mankind be oppressed and pilfered by a small 
clsss of men. and that hundreds of millions must continue to toil li.ird 
and perish in misery, Tn order that a few idlers may almo.st smother 
in their own fat,—that all this is God’s will—provided the rich give 
“charity” and pay liberally to the church, then Ijpo Thirteenth's 
dream of seeing America a Catholic country may be fulfilled, at b-asl 
so far as the capitalist class is concerned. 

.And the Catholic Church is quite ready to interpret "God's will” 
in this manner, provided the .American plutocrats are willing tn shaie' 
their power with the church. The Catnolic clergv-. seixing. as is their 
habit, every opportunity to extend their rule over the human rnee. con¬ 
sider the time ripe for their plan. This is the reason for fniiiid- 
ing a “Catholic Party.” The parly which hitherto lia% bis-ii con¬ 
sidered the favorite political organisation of the Catliolic eliiircb, tlie 
Democratic party, ia crumbling, and it also contains many ulemenls 
upon which the church could not rely. The cliuroli is aci-iislniiied to 
have its own fighters, its—Santa Ilermandad. 

But the Catholic workmen want none of it. f/>ok at the eonditioii 
of the working cla.«s in countries where the Catliolic church is iiiiglitv 
—nearly almighty! I/)ok at the horrible condition of the workers in 
Spain, Portugal, Mexico and the South .American republics. Isiok at 
their condition where the church is not quite all powerful, but yet more 
than powerful. I.^k at the miserable condition of the workmen in 
Italy, Belgium and Austria. Every inch of progress for the Catliolic 
labor class is wrested by a mortal combat with the Catholic chureli and 
the ruling powers. We want none of that. 

The American working class must, therefore, be on its guard. The 
Catholic Church has everywhere an immense influenen in politics as 
well as in religion, though its method of mixing political and eeo- 
nomic with religious questions, and of appealing to religious motives 
in tlie political struggle. The neat achievements gained in the politi¬ 
cal field, individnai and nationu liberty, were only won after a bittr-r 
struggle with that black-coated army of reaction. Future history will 
not depart from this, nor wrill American conditions prove different. The 
dark hosts of fanaticism, of ignorance and corruption are already being 
arraed and organized. But the genius of mankind will neither suffer 
itself to be slain nor burned at the stake for the “glory of God.” The

But they were markM by their inlands and it is related that 
every one oi them Inet death, their aaaaaaination being carried on with 
10 much system that their fate always remained a mystery. 

There are aome parallels risible in the modem story of Parry’s 
slares. Beacued from the "Blsrary of nnioniam” midst tha plaudits of 
every exploiter of labor in the land, it was for months heralded about 
bow kind Parry was to his non-union workmen, how he stood guard 
over tiiair intorests and protected them from the restrietiona placed on 
their right of contnctii^ for their labor in a free way. The men at 
first may have felt that their employer was their good friend and that 
they had been released from elavery and that they had npon their 
heads the garlands of their master’s national sasociation. And then 
they dropped from sight for a time, to app^ again in the (niise of 
atruen, bemoaning the killmg off of their citizenship by Piny’s wolfish 
drafts upon their product which did not leave them enough to live de¬ 
cently npon, and one or two even appeared in the courts charged with 
abandonmg families they were nnabie to support. 

Beware of the Greeks when they oome bearing giftat Beware of 
the Spartans when they have manumiaaions to offer and garlands to 
bestow! Beware of the Parry-site when he proclaims himself your sym- 
patheti protector from the tyranny of the naughty unions! Beware 
of the capitalist class when it comes with offers of benefits and profit- 
sharing schemes “in your interests!” It is too often an invitation to 
leap “out of the Prying Pan into the Fire!” 

Parry’s “open shop,” when worked out logically, la far froin the 
perfect working plan it was at first supposed to be. The machinery 
trades are now finding that ont. They set up a labor clearing-house, 
with wonderful blacklisting posaihQitiea in the central cities of the 
country, and the employeye were jubilant over the belief that at last 
they were reecned from the "tTranny” of the labor nnions and conl^ run 
their own bnaineas for long honra and pay what wages they pleased. 
But it is now being pointed ont that th^ have merely fled from the 
tyranny of the union to the tyranny of the manufacturers’ organiza¬ 
tion, the National Metal Trades association. ’The free shops are not 
free. Stuart Reid has juat written ol a little investigating which he 
undertook, which showed this. A Boston flrin advertis^ for workmen. 
He Applied. He was required by the agent to fill ont a long list of per¬ 
sonal inquiries about hia abilities, his former employraenta, etc., etc., 
even the color of his eyes and hair and other facts useful in blacklist¬ 
ing- .timing to deal with the firm direct he was confronted with the 
eame Metal 'I^sdes blank to fill out. Another manufacturer declared 
that the open ehop system took sway all the liberties left him by tte 
nnions. If the open shop wave recedee, H will probably be followed by 
another profit-eharing wave. ' 

But profit-sharing schemes arenanally humbugs. In offering them 
the capitaJiste always have aome personal benefit in view. Either th^ 
want to increase the pace of the workers, to make them more strenuous, 
or, as in the case of theStecl trnst and its gifta of stock,the thing is a gold 
brick. A Glasgow shoe manufacturer, named Gallery, is the latest ex¬ 
ponent of profit-eharing. “My pAople do as much work in five days, as 
others can do in six,” he declaree lTinmpIiai]tly. He will come ont on 
the right aide of the ledger, never fear. And how: does he share the 
profito? By giving half to himself and making the otter half strctcK 
snfBeienfly to give each one of hia workers a taste, scaroely more than 
extra wi(p for tteir extra exertions. Snei tranaactiora, moreover, lay 
bars tte'drain on industry by tta capitalist class, and ahow that tteir 
profits are not such a risgligibla quantity as they would have ua believe 
when the labor question is up for argument. 

All such achemee are merely efforts of the capitalist class to ad- 
priniatCT aaaattetica to the working claaa to keep it from using its vot¬ 
ing might to wiw out the plundering competitive wage system. ’Their 
ideal, baaed on ttair matarial interest, is a docile warn class, a work¬ 
ing claaa losigned to the warn and profit avatem. A^ they are eome- 
Umes wining'to make bids for such a oon^ition, clearly as a buairieM 
propoaitiorL 

Bntthe awakened working daas see* differently. It seee the wide- 
spreed and interminable miaeiy that flow* from the system and sees that 
labor is tte only eoonomieally worthy thing in society and that it can 
only be emancipated by a reoniatruotion \of our productive eystem, and 
by nothing shi^ of that

The Colorado supreme court, be¬ 
lieved by many to m controlled by 
the wealth interests, was not un¬ 
animous in its infamous decision in 
the Moyer habeas corpus case. Jus¬ 
tice St^Ie ha* handed down his dis¬ 
senting opinion in which he says 
of Peabody’s high-handed rule; 

-I am not willing to uphold him when 
in my opinion he breake down the ber- 
rier* erected by the people for tiieir 
protection, nor am I wiilmg to accord 
to the oonetitution eUatie properties for 
the purpose of auetaining them.” 

”I axn not willing to concede the 
power claimed by the governor and ex¬ 
ercised by him, beemuae in my opinion 
such power ia not vested in him by the 
constitution. The poople could never 
have intended to erect such Bn engine 
of oppreetlon.” 

“It follow*, of course, that if the 
present executive ia the sole judge of 
the conditions which can call into action 
the military ^-ower of the government 


xnd exn exerciee mil means neceseery to 
eflfectuxlly abate the eonditiona, and the 
judicial department cannot iu-quire into 
the legality of hie acU, that the next 
governor may by hie ukase exerciee the 
same arbitrary |K>wer. If the military 
authorities may deport the miners this 
year it can de[K)rt the farmers next 
year.” 

"If a strike, which Is not a rebellion, 
must be so regarded because the gov- 
emraeht says it ia, then any condition 
must be regarded aa a rebellion which 
the governor declares to be such and if 
any condition miut be ragarde-i as s 
relwllirn baeauae tha governor says so. 
then any county in the etste m*sy be 
declared to he in a state of rebellion 
whether a rebellion exists or not, and 
any citixen subjected io arbitrary arrest 
and detention at the t^ill and pleasure 
of the head of the esecntiie depart¬ 
ment.” 

“The court has not construdj the eon- 
atitution; it has ignored it and tiie re- 
suit is that it has made greater inroa.ts 
on the constitution than it intendcl unit

TEES OF PERSONAL LIBERT7 CAN 
NO'W BE ENFORCED.” 

“If the law is as this court, haa de¬ 
clared. then our vaunted priceieaa heri¬ 
tage is a sham and our fathers stood

The majority opinion of the Colorado 
snprenie court said; “To deny the ri^t 
of -the militia to detain those whom 
they arrest while engaged in euppreaaing 
acts of violence ana until order is re¬ 
stored would lead to the moat absurd 
results.”
